It was the hanlcs 
work we have l-t:dsi> far, for in addition 
to the vcryMlci.y. «'cep snow we hail to 
ple!i Our way among large pieces of Ice 
nr.d over M'mo exceedingly rough places 
r.lnre the men sank to their thighs jus 
at tho mcment they nexdeil their 
cst strength. The boats pDl'cd as if the. 
weighed a couple of tons apiece, and cvco 
our light ski sledges required great exer- 
tion on the part of on extra number of 
men. To odd to tho discouragement tho 
dogs did not pull as well as usual, on Ing 
to their eoro feet. They act'flly left a 
ttall of blood behind them In tho snow, 
causlne us to feel guilty of cruelty to ani- 
nmls. But >\u have our own hard work, 
exposure and anxieties lo cnourc, and the 
poor brutes aro not bearing moro than 
their share of tbo burden. Wo worked 
along pretty steadily until 7 In tho morn- 
Ing, nnd as the men camo Into c<»np with 
tho last loads they fell down In tlio snow 
to rest n«d gasped for water. An hour 
later ever}' man in tho party WM as bright 
and- chlppor as ho ever had been In his 
life after partaking of a flno supper of 
bear stew, biscuit, stewed apples and U-a, 
cooked with driftwood brought with UE 
from tho Inland. As usual when their 
pipes wcro lit, the men mndo tho elescrt of 
loo and snow ring with their song nnd 
laughter.

Pcderson returned this morning f roin o 
prospecting trip five miles to tho south. 
where they wcro glad to nnd prelty good 
Ico eastward toward Capo Platen. In this 
dircetlou wo bhall resume our march after 
sleeping. We had bomo amusing cipcrl- 
ciiccs In frvlng to cook flapjacks, •svblch 
were quite n mystery to our Xoiivcglan 
contingent. Thollrst trials proving un- 
satMnctory. t!'°y «''ed tlitlr share of the 
batter mailer from prepared flour and In- 
sisted upon making n gruel of it The 
product was termed "portlnnd cement 
by tho men, which It very much jv<*m- 
bled.

Hero and there our course 
lay across broken flat pieces nnd under- 
neath the thin covering of snow wcro sev- 
en) tr^'irs nf Ou«li, which wot tho foot ot

lowly, i'orlnsuinee. VM-lb.siieiverymorn- 
ng llireo sinall nnikbls craikern, weigh- 
ujinn ouiiinine-h. loiaih mall.
